the Chinese Customs as well as by ‘Consuls. 
We have, for example, long been familiar 
with the complaint that the decline of 
. the once flourishing tea trade of China at the 
_. ports of Foochow and Amoy was primarily 
dua to the deterioration of the local product 
and the indifferenve of the grower to the 
changing conditions of the ‘local market. 
Another instance is now to be found in the 
famous pongee trade of Chofoo. The Com- 
missioner. of Customs in his report on the

quality, noticed in‘ tho report for 1909,-has

Common intoreat is’ on essential nisite 
tor the combination of’ two differeut States, 
without which. no -inlernational allisues. is 
accompliched ‘with effoct, Hence it 
sbsolutely impossiblo that the “Europeno 
Powers will form 9 combination among them: 
rélyos to dopo with tho situation in tho Bar 
East; because their interests inthe Far East can 
chardly bo suid to.be in complete barmony. 
Some countries may fiad themselves in aecord 
in thelr re: ve interests in ‘the’ Far 
East, while others may beat varianos. If thoy 
incorporated politioally against the Far Eastern 
countrica advocating what is termed tho “ Yellew 
Poril,” then no European uation would see tho 
necessity for shaking hands with Japan. Butin 
wy opinion it is impossible that the Powors 
will. bo indaved. to take harmonions 
action from mero sontiment, because no sound 
combination can bo established unless it be based 
on the commoa interest.of the contracting 
Powers, : ; 

. There was.s time when. the European Powers 
formed themsolves into a combination, or what 
was called oo-opsration, in their dealinga with 
China? Bni in thos times Great Britain was 
tho only country that had important commorci 
and economic interests in the Far. Evst, whilo 
othor Powers only followed her oxamplo, which 
fact mado aoay the formation of such o political’ 
feieratien. Things .are, however, qe 
.devo- 
lopment of tho organs of trafflo and communi- 
cation have lad the rewlt of making: tho’ 
Powors extend their economic interests to the 
For Bast, which ling, ia torn, natarally caused 
a collision of interests betweon tho powers in’ 
the Extrome Orient. In thoso cireumstances 
it id o patont fact that tho Western nations 
could not-combino againat the Far. Eastern 
countries ‘and cops with the situation in this 
quarter of tha globo in harmonious accord. 
“The sudden risd of the new Japan.at that 
jonoture effected a serious change on tho polit 
jenl stage of tha Far’ Kast, and the Powrra bare | 
since then ‘changed their attitndo toward 
Joyan:° first - of all, in settling “their 
Par Eastern policies. The position of Great: 
Britain in: tho. Far .Eost at the time’ 
was such os to necessitate her shaking hands 
with Japon; ond, knowing: that cireumstances 
did not allow ‘Japan to stand elone, Groat 
Britain fenred that Japan might outer into an 
‘allinnco with somo other ‘Power if sho did. not 
join her, .. Thi relations botweon Groat ‘Britain 
and Rusais were then anything but harmonious 
and-their interests were always in coniliot. A 
‘vapprochement betwoen Japan and Russia was 
feared na acting adversely on the intorests of 
Great Britoin; Grout Britain was therefore very 
anxious to conelade an alliance, while Japan saw 
‘9 good friend in England, whosd interests 
in the For Enst corresponded with her own, 


Viscount Sone a8 Foreign Minister. Tho nego- 
tiations wero thon conducted formally, till the 
alliance was succerafally concluded and signed 
January 30th, 1902. ‘ 
Tho Anglo-Japnneso Allinnco was made 
public February 11th, 190%. Tho onnounce- 
nent took the nations of the world by surprise, 
and not withont’ reason, The nogetiations 
had n kopt in strict secrecy, and thd 
alia: 3 made with ono of the groatost 
Powers of the world, who had suddenly thrown 
aside its policy of “splendid igolation,”” and 
joinad bands with the rising Power of tho Ex- 
treme East. This was never orpected or droam- 
ef of by othor notions. 
‘As to the ond and aim of tho alliance, it was 
meant for the mainténanco of the séatus. quo ond
